Cuba. — Arrival of Madame Santa Anna at Ila 
vana, ^c . — Our correspondents, writing on the 
itUih ult. and 1st inst., send us some interesting 
information. Madame Santa Anna, wife of the 
ex-dictator of Mexico, arrived in Havana on the 
25th ultimo from St. Thomas. She was aceom 
panied by Senor Valcz, formerly an aid de camp 
to the General, and it was formerly thought that 
the distinguished party had been sent to sound 
Gen. Concha as to the extent ot Spanish aid on 
which his Highness might calculate in his attempt 
to return to power. 

The African slave trade was never more flour- 
ishing. Four cargoes of negroes had been landed 
on the island within ten days. The French hud 
placed a large steam propeller in the coolie 
trade, and landed from her eight hundred and 
forty two Chinese, who were sold by flr.-<t hands 
to others, and by them to sub contractors, for la- 
bor, realizing a profit for each parlv. 

Each speculator made about 4‘lt^d profit per 
head, and the full price fora Chinaman (with hair 
uncut) was $120 75 The authorities in the dif 
ferent ports of entry openly connived at tlie traf 
fic. A financial scheme to issue paper certificates 
in place of money was proposed by some banks 
and coDiniercial houses, but it was looked upon 
as a desperate effort to stave off insolvency. Sev- 
eral sugar estate overseers had been murdered 
by the Chinese, five of whom were executed. 
Max zMaretzek hud given ‘*'riie Barber of Se- 
ville,” at the Tacon theatre, Havana, with spleii 
did success, the house being piled to the ceiling, 
and the gold ounces being piled in Maretzek’s 
pockets ill proportion.

Another Clerk to the House. 

A resolution was ad<^ted yesterday, in the 
House of Representatives, without a call of the 
roll and apparently without opposition, authoriz 
iiig the Clerk to appoint an assistant to aid in the 
discharge of his duties. A Clerk and Assistant 
Clerk have been elected; so that now, for the firs* 
time, liie regular clerical force has been increased 
to three If there is any need for such an ap 
poinimeiit at tills early part of the session, before 
its close a necessity will exist for at least a dozen 
clerks. We regard Messrs. McCl arty and Wei - 
born as competent to the discharge of their du 
ties; and the resolution of the House giving them 
as.sisttiice can be viewed in no other light than as 
an implicit imputation upon their capacity. 1'wo 
Democrats ought surely to be able to do the work 
heretofore performed by two Know Nothings— 
if not we might be reduced to the pitiable ac 
knowledgment of our comparative inferiority as a 
parly. The Democrats have the complete control 
of the House, and all its responsibility, in a inea 
sure, will be with them. The iiicompetency ol 
the officers, if such is the fact, will rest solely, 
and very properly too, upon Democratic shoulders. 
.Multiplication of offices and needless extrava- 
gance, is a grave offence and one that cannot be 
easily answered to the people. If not beyond the 
reach of the House, we hope to see the resolution 
passed in haste, and by the concurrency of both 
parties, reconsidered and rejected. As the matter 
stands, any member that voted for the measure 
can move a reconsideration, and the ayes and 
noes should be demanded. — Yeoman. 

The proprietor of the CommnnwfoUh very much 
regrets that the .above article should have appear- 
ed in the Yeoman of yesterday, inasmuch as he 
was himself the suggester of the idea of appoint 
ing an additional Clerk to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and, after a full and free consultation 
with the principal Clerk and many of the experi- 
enced members of the House of Representatives, 
of both parties, was probably the means of get- 
ting the resolution objected to by the Yeoman 
passed. If there should be any just odium at- 
tached to the adoption of the resolution referred 
to, he feels that he is in a great measure respon- 
sible for it to the people of the Commonwealth 
He is perfectly conscious of having been actuated 
by the very best and purest motives in mak- 
ing the suggestion, it being in his opinion for the 
best interests of the Legislature and the Stale 
that it should be adopted The reasons which 
actuated him are, briefly, as follows: 

In the first place, he knows positively, from a 
close personal observation of nearly thirty years, 
that no two of even the most thoroughly drilled 
Legislative Clerks have been able to keep up 
with the business of the House of Representa- 
tives, and more especially has this been the case 
since the adoption of the new Constitution— since 
which time the business which was formerly per- 
formed in two separate sessionsof sixty days each, 
one session each year, is now crowded into one 
session of the same number of days. To illus 
trate the truth and force of this statement it is 
merely necessary to say, and we refer all doubters 
to the record for the proof, that since the adop- 
tion of the new Constitution the Journals and 
Acts of the two Houses at each session have con 
tained nearly or quite double the amount of mat 
ter contained in the Journals and Acts of any 
General Assembly previous to its adoption; and, 
further, that the Clerks, by the consent of the 
Legislature, have invariably been compelled, 
after the first forty or fifty days of the session, to 
employ from six to ten assistants to enable them 
to have ihe bills passed by the General Assem 
bly engrossed and enrolled; and, furthermore, he 
knotes that, even with such assistance, the Clerks 
have on various occasions been obliged to labor 
twenty hours out of the twenty-four in order to 
properly discharge their onerous duties. And it 
is his candid and honest opinion, formed from 
extensive observation and considerable persona) 
experience in his own duties as connected with 
the labors of the Clerks, that there should be 
Mrre instead of two assistant Clerks, in order to 
efficiently carry on the business of the House of 
Representatives For proof, let any one take the 
official Journals of the House of Representatives 
of the National Congress and compare them with 
the Journals of the House of Representatives of 
the Kentucky Legislature, and he will ascertain 
to bis own satisfaction that there is nearly as 
much bu.siness transacted in one day by the 
lower branch of the Kentucky Legislature, as 
there usually is in six days by the House of Rep- 
resentatives of Congress, — who employ a far 
greater number of Clerks. 

The Democrats having the majority in the 
House of Representatives, as a matter of course 
and of right they elected members of their own 
party to the offices within their gift. And, we 
doubt not, they have selected a gentleman who, 
after he has had some experience, will make a 
fine Legislative Clerk, as he is already well 
known to be .m excellent Circuit Court Clerk. — 
It is not unlikely that all the aspirants for the 
principal Clerkship were either competent Cir- 
cuit Clerks or County Clerks, but not one of 
them would have been an expert Legislative 
Clerk until he had learned how. And it is a fact, 
that of all the Clerks of either branch of the 
Legislature who have been elected within the 
last twenty-five years, but one was elected to the 
principal Clerkship until he had first served a full 
apprenticeship as assistant Clerk, and thus be- 
come acquainted with the character of the duties 
pertaining to the position. It is he same with 
Democrats as it is with Americans and Wh'.gs, 
cannot fuliv understand a business until 
learn something about it. Mr. McClarty is 
ig, active, industrious, painstaking, trust- 
and intelligent, and it is but justice to 
that he can learn the^ business as 
•nd having learned it, can discharge his

demanded it. We did not make the suggestion in 
order to bring any discredit upon the Democratic 
party or the worthy gentlemen who have been 
chosen as Clerks; for, our efforts were used with 
members of our own party, as they were also 
with the most prominent members of the Demo- 
cratic party. We do not design to, nor could we, 
use it for any political capital, inasmuch as our 
own party favored the resolution fully as much as 
the Democrats did. We are much gratified that 
a large majority of the members of the House 
on yesterday refused to re consider the resolu- 
tion, and thus endorsed our position; and we are 
convinced that those gentlemen who felt it to be 
their duty to oppose its passage will, before the 
close of the session, see and acknowledge the 
propriety of its adoption. 



The King of Delhi and his Atrocities* 

A private letter from the wife of a medical offi- 
cer, dated Buniwan, Oot. 8, 1857, gives the fol- 
lowing information of some of the brutal atroci- 
ties committed on our poor unoffending country- 
women: 

“I write you under feelings so acutely painful 
as to make it a difficulty accurately to describe 
the horrid details, for myself and children might 
have been subject to dreadful indignities — ten 
thousand times worse than death. But alas for 
my unfortunate and polluted countrywomen! — 
Twenty three ladies, by order of the aged mon 
stcr within the walls of Delhi, were ordered to 
be brought before him, and then stripped naked; 
unheard of indignities were practiced upon them, 
which the wretch gloated over; and then, with a 
filthy piece ol rag to cover tlieir loins, they were 
ordered and forced by torture to work as coolies, 
and fed like horses, no food being given them bui 
ghram,* and the most offensive water from the 
dirtiest Uuiks. At length our brave troops ap 
peared before the walls of Delhi, and then the 
aged demon completed his horrid butcherv Our 
poor countrywomen were again brought before 
the wretch, again tortured with the vilest indig 
nities, and by his lowest of ruffians, and then sav- 
agely slaughtered, and their poor bodies and limbs 
hacked to pieces and thrown into the streets. 
Can human suffering surpass this bloody act? and 
vet the monster lives? Great God! is there jus 
lice left, and shall such unheard of cruellies re- 
main unpunished? I have heard from good au- 
thority that our soldiers have peremptorily de- 
manded the king of Delhi to be given up to them, 
and let the consequences be what they may, they 
are determined to hang the old villain outside ol 
the city walls; nor is this bis just deserts."

And yet large numbers of Irishmen are to be 
found, both in this country and in Ireland, who 
sympathize openly with the perpetrators of such 
brutal outrages! Who rejoice at every report of 
an English garrison butchered and English wo- 
men brutally outraged! Not only do Irishmen in 
our country nourish this vindictive spirit towards 
every thing English, but they have even been so 
shamefaced as to publicly proclaim their rejoic 
ings at the sufferings of English soldiers and wo- 
men in India, and have held meetings and passed 
resolutions to that effect. Not only have they thus 
evinced their bloodthirstyness and their utter in 
ability to forget their former animosities, but some 
of their leading papers have had the insolence to 
demand the recall of Mr. Dallas, because he ex- 
pressed. at a dinner party, his abhorrence of the 
conduct of the fiendish Sepoys. And these are 
the men who now almost hold the balance of 
power in our country, and such are the voters 
whom Democrats wish to assist in moulding our 
institutions.

You will never sec Grattan 
stooping to neither the one or the other." Cur- 
ran objected to Byron’s talking of himself, as a 
great drawback on his poetry. “Any subject," 
he said, “but the eternal one of self. I am 
weary of knowing once a month the state of any 
man’s hopes or fears, rights or wrongs. I would 
as soon read a register of the weather, the baro- 
meter up to so many inches to-morrow. I feel 
skepticism all over me at the sight of agonies on 
paper; things that come as regular and notorious 
as the full of the moon. The truth is, bislird- 
sbip weeps for the press, and wipes bis eyes with 
jhe oublic ." — Eclectic Review. 



Congressional* 

Washington, Dec. 9. 

House — After the usual preliminary business, 
the House resumed the considcraiiuxi of ihe two 
propositions pending relative to the election of 
a. printer. 'I’he proposition submiiicd by Mr 
Houston, was, that the House should proceed to 
the election of a printer, with the proviso that 
the House retains the right, possessed by Con 
gress,to modify the existing law of the subject of 
public printer, the printer who may be elected 
under ibis resulutinu, receiving <aid election with 
and upon the condition above set forth, and that 
.1 committee be appointed to examine the whole 
subject, .md report such change or improvemeut 
as thev may deem adv. sable. 

The other proposition by Mr. Smith, of Va., 
as a substitute, provided for asimilarexaminaliou, 
and that the election be postponed until the com 
miitee make u report. 

Mr. Banks moved to lay Houston’s resolution 
on the table— motion negatived— yeas, 8*i, against 
U)H, « 

'riie vote was then taken on Mr Smith’.s sub- 
stitute, which was rejected — yeas, 9l, nays, 118. 

The question being upon Mr. Houston's original 
resolution, it prevailed by a majority of ^0. 

'I'he House then proceeded to the election of 
printer, when Mr. Bocock nominated James B. 
Steadman, and Mr. Washburn, of .Maine, nomi 
uaicd George .M. Weston. The vote was then 
taken and stood: James B. Steadman, 121, Geo. 
M. Weston, b9; scattering, 4. 

The former was declared elected. 

Senate — 'I’he galleries were densely crowded 
ag.iin this morning, in expeclaliou of a speech 
from Senator Douglas. 

Mr. Pugh gave notice of his intention to in 
troduce a bill lor the improvement of the naviga 
tion of the Ohio River. 

Mr. Mason offered a resolution which was de 
bated and pa>sed, inviting the clergymen of the 
district to officiate as chaplains of the .'Ciiaie. 

Mr. Gwynn gave-notice of his iiiteiiiion to in 
troduce bills providing for the construction of a 
Northern, Southern, and Central Pacific Railroad; 
also a bill to organize the Territory of Arizoitia. 

.Mr. Douglas said he was yesterday under the 
impression that the President had approved the 
action of the Lecomptoii Convention, and under 
that impression he ielt it to bo his duty to state 
that, while he concurred in the general views of 
the message, yet, so far as it did approve or en 
dorse the action of that convention, he entirely 
dissented from it, and would give his reasons for 
such dissent upon a more careful and critical 
examination of the m‘‘ss ige 

He was rejoiced to find the President hud not 
entirely approved the action of that conveniioii. 
He was also rejoiced to find that the President 
had not recommended tli.vi Congress should pass 
laws, receiving Kansas into the Union as a State 
under the Constitution pas>ed at Lecompton 

It is true, the tone ot the Message indicates 
willingiies.s on the part of the Pre.sident to sign 
any bill Congress might pass receiving Kansas as 
a tState into the Union, under that cmistimtion; 
but it was a very signitiLMiil fact, that the I'resi- 
dent had refrained Irum any endorsement of the 
convention, and from any recommendation as to 
the course Congre.-i-* should pur.sue in regard to 
the admission of Kansas; indeed, the President 
h.id expressed deep mortification and disappoint- 
ment that the whole constitution was not submit 
led to the people of Kansas lor their acceptance 
or rejection He proceeded to show that Con- 
gress could not properly receive Kansas into the 
Union under the Lecompton constitution, 
only the slavery question, but all others must be 
.sul>mitted to the people of Kans.is. As they are 
guaranteed to establish all their domestic instiiu 
lions lor themselves on this principle, the whole 
constitution imislbe submitted toHScerLiin vvheib 
er or not it meets with their approbation. 

Mr. Douglas contended tli^t live people of Kan 
s;is ought to have an opportunity to vote against 
the CoDsiiuition, if they chouse to do so. He 
compared the freedom allowed by the Lecoinp- 
lon Convention to the freedom at the election in 
Paris, when Louis Napoleon was elected Presi 
dent. 

The rea.son assigned why the people of Kansas 
were not allowed to vote on the acceptance ol 
the Constitution prepared, was that, if they had 
the chance, they would vole it down by an • ver 
whelming majority. He believed they would 
and thought it was a clear violation of the organ 
ic act, thus to force tbe^obnoxious Constitution 
upon the majority. 

When Mr. Douglas concluded, amid applause 
from the galleries, Bigler replied to Douglas, say- 
ing chat the Convention was called according ij 
law, and had been recognized by the President 
•ind the Governor of the '1‘erritory; it was their 
right to submit the Constitution to the people, or 
send it to Congress without submi.ssion. If it 
was right in itself, republican in form, and the 
people had fairly decided the slavery question, it 
would nut be wise to keep them out ot tiie Union 
simply because the whole Constiiiition has noi 
been submitted to them. To do so would be in 
consistent with the doctrine of non-intervention 
There was nothing in the past history of the 
country to justify such a course. It would be 
the duly of Congress to look at the question as 
it came before them, and to do the best ihe\ 
could — looking at the happiness of the entire 
country. He had long been under the impression 
that it would be best for the Union and Kansas 
ih.it the Sute should be admitted at the first al 
lowubie opportunity, in order to localize the strife; 
he would have prelerred that the w hole Constitu- 
tion had been submitted to the people; but per 
sons outside of the Territory had no right to in 
lerfere with the slavery question there, and he 
believed that the people ol Kansas now have an 
opportunity to decide whether to have a free or 
-•lave State. He could nut, however, determine 
hi-> course until they sliall make such a decision. 

He said that the ;^>sition of Douglas to day 
w’as in utter derogation ot (hat which he occu 
pied when he voted for Toomb’s bill, which pro 
posed to make a Suie Consiitulion and put It in- 
to operation without submilling it to the vole ol 
the people, and this only a short time ago. He 
couhi not understand how Douglas had so readily 
become sensitive regarding the rights of that 
people, after having attempted such an infringe- 
ment upon them. 

Douglas — I am certain Ih.at Bigler did not 
speak fur the President. I know that, fur the 
President has justspoken for himself in his roes 
sage, in which be cuodems the Convention for 
not submitting the constitution to the people, ami 
refuses to recommend that we receive it. The 
President is a bold, frank man, and if he intended 
to give us an administration measure, he would 
say so. It is not respectful to assume that we 
will do what he will not recommend us to do, 
of course I know the Senator from Pennsylvania 
did not speak by authority. 

Bigler — I think that I am safe in saying, and I 
think that the Senator from Illinois will agree 
with me, that the President in his message up- 
holds the doctrine that the Convention had a 
right to form a Constitution and submit it to the 
people for their approval, and send it up to 
Congress for its approval. I think it is dcJucible 
from the message. That the precedent does not 
hold, that because the entire Constitution is not 
to be submitted to the people, Kansas should be 
kept out of the Union. 

Douglas — 1 infer from the me.«sagc that the 
President does hold that the Convention had 
right to form a Constitution and send it here, but 
that was only an assertion of the right to pciition 
for redress of grievances under the Federal Con 
stitution, and not because the Legislature had the 
power to constitute that a legal convention. 

Bigler — Where did you get that? 

Douglas — A gentleman (meaning Trumbuil) 
yesterday read fiom a speech made by Mr. Buch- 
anan twenty years ago, to show that the Legisla- 
ture had no right to create a convention to super- 
cede territorial government, and to attempt it 
would be gross usurpation. The Democratic 
party has held that doctrine ever since, and as- 
serted it a year ago, by increasing the number of 
his [Douglas’s] report from the committee on the 
Territories. Three hundred thousand copies 
were circulated as party documents, and he him 
self paid for one hundred thousand of them.— 
[Laughter] 

Bigler entered his protest, and claimed the 
statute of limitations. He could not consent 
that Douglas sliould hold the President responsi 
ble for principles laid down twenty years ago un- 
der entirely different circumstances. It is not 



half so long since Douglas declared that the 
Missouri line was the best compromise, and in 
1848 he proposed lo extend it to the Pacific oceans 
nevertheless, he had since repealed the whole of 
it. 

Douglas denied the right of Bigler to offer the 
I statute of limitations. None but the authorized 
I aitornov of the party can thus interfere. As the 
j Senator has denied the authority lo speak for the 
President, he cannot file that plea. Douglas said 
he approved of the statute of limitations. He 
needed one very much himself. He had never 
boasted that he had never changed his opinions. 
He felt every year a little more than the year be- 
fore. Has the President ever withdrawn that 
opinion? He denied the right to plead the statute 
of limitations against the Cincinnati convention, 
until the Charleston convention met. He stood 
now where he stood last year, because he be 
lieved he was right. It was true that he voted 
for Toomb’s bill, and was ready to vote for it 
again. By doing so, there would be no quarrel. 
It would not do to taunt lilm with once voting for 
measures which he would not vote for now. 

After funher debate the matter was postponed, 
and the Senate adjourned.
